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Child Labor Law 


Is Held Invalid 


May 
16.— The 
law wa« declared uncon- 
rtltuUbnal today 
by 
the 
supreme 


law, enacted In 1919, was In- 
tended to regulate the employment of 
children under 14 years 
of age, In 
iry mill, cannery, work shop, factory. 
t>r manufacturing 
establishment or 


In any mine or quarry under 10 years, 
l>y imposing an excise tax of 10 per 
. ent., upon the not annual profits of 
t,hose employing such luoor 
It was 
attacked on the ground that it at- 
tempted to regulate an exclusive state 
function, In violation of the federal 
constutlon and 
the 
tenth amend- 
ment, and was defended as a mere 
excise tax levied by Congress under 
Its broad powers of taxation confer- 
red by the federal constitution 


The law was attacked in the supremo 
court by three cases from North 
Carolina, appealed 
by the 
govern- 
ment. Two of these, tho Atherton 
Milk «nd that by John J George and 
others, were dismissed on technicall- 
ues, but the case brought by the 
Drexel Furniture Company, was lound 
In proper form, and it was in that 
the law was declared invalid 
The oppinion was delivered by Chid 
Justice Taf t, TV ith no dissent announc- 
ed, 


The case was discussed at length 
'in view of previous decisions involv- 
ing questions bearing upon the tax- 
Ing pover of Congrefcs, and the law 
was held invalid .is an attempt by 
Congrehe to regulate through -its tax- 
ing power some-thing entirely wkhm 
the 'jurisdiction of the various states 
In the exercise of their police power 


"Does this law impose a tax with 
Only that Incidental restraint and re- 
'gulation -tthich a tax must inevitably 
i involve," the chief Justice asked, "or 
does it regulate by the- use -of the 
•o-called tax as a penally' If a ta-t, 
It is clearly an excused If it were 
an execise on a commodityor oth«r 
thing of \alue we might not be- per- 
mitted under previous dec'sions of 
tnis court to infer sole'y from its 
heavy burden that the act irtends a 
prohibition Instead of tat. But this 
act Is more " 
After analyzing the principal fea- 
tures of tho law and Its operation. 
the ch'ef justice said: "In the light 
of these features of the act, a court 
must be blind not to see that-the so- 
caJled tax is Imposed to stop the em- 
ployment of children within the age 
limits prescribed." 


"Its^ prohibitory 
and 
regulators- 
effect and purpose are palpable," he 
added. ' All others can see and under- 
stand this. Hiow can we possibly 
shut our minds of It." 
» 
Declaring It the duty of the court 
to decline to recognized or enforce 
laws of congress dealing with sud- 
jects not entrusted to Congress, but 
left by the supreme law- of the land 
to the control of the States, the chief 
justice said tha court must perform 
that duty, "even though it required 
Us to refuse to give effect to legisla- 
tion designed to promote the highest 
good." 
Out of proper respect to a co-or- 
dinate branch of the government the 
supreme court has gone far to sus- 
tain taxing acts as such. Chief 
justice Taft continued, adding th's 
naa been 
done "even though there 
has been ground for suspicion from 
the weight of the tax. it was inended 
•*» destroy Its subject." 
V*But In the act before us " he said, 
"the presumption of validity cannot 
pre-4 ail, because the proof ot the con- 
trary Is found on the very fact of its 
provisions. Grant 
the 
validity of 
this law, ana all that Congrsss would 
need to do, ne-reafter. In seeking to 
take over Its contro1 any one of the 
great number of subjects of paollc 
interest, jurisdiction 
of 
which the 
States have aever parted with, and 
which are reserved to them by the 
tenth amendment would be to enact 
a aetailed measure of complete re- 


gulation of tno t-ubject and enforce 
it by so-called tax upon departures 
from It. To givu such magic to the 
word "tax" would be to break down 
all constitutional limitations of the 
powers 01 Congress and completely 
wipe out 
the 
sovereignty of 
the 
States. • 


"Where tha sovereign enacting the 
law has power to impose both tax and 
penalty, tho chief Justice said, "the 
differences between revenue produc- 
tion fnd mere regulation may be im- 
material, but not so -when one sove- 
reign can ImpoKe a tax only, and the 
power of regulation rests In another." 


"T«i\CB arc imposed," he 
added, 
"in tho discretion of the legislature 
In proper subjects with the primary 
motive of 
obtaining 
icvenue from 
them. ,in<l with the incidental motive 
of clif-courasmg them by malting their 
continuance onerous. They do not 
lof-p their character as taxes because 
of the incidental motive. But there 
comes a. time in tho extension of the 
penalizing features of the 
so-called 
tax when it loses its character as such 
and becomes a mere 
penalty with 


th-s characteristics of regulation and 
puniBh'nent 
Such is the case in the 
law before 
us 
Although 
Congress 
docs not i-nalidate the contract of 
employment 
or 
expressly 
declare 
that 
the employment within 
the 
mentioned agea is illegal, it does ex- 
hibit H& intent practically to achieve 
tlu- latter 
result 
by 
adopting the 


c>-.terU of -wrong-doing and impos- 
ing its 
princ pal 
consequence on 
those -who transgress its standard." 


What was generally regarded as 
one of the most 
-vitally 
important 
questions to re.jch the Supreme Court 
in recent jears, involving the extent 
to -which the courts wl'l 
interpret 
the "motives" of Congress In detei- 
mimng the 
constiuttiona! ty 
of its 


ejcerc^se of the right to impose ex- 
cise taxes, was presented in the child, 
labor cases. 
These cases, three in number, came 
from NoHh Carolina, where the Unit- 
eel States District Courts held that 
the ercise tax 
levied by - Congress 
upon mines and factories employing 
child labor -was an unconstitutional 
erchroachment upon the prerogatives 
of the states m< the exercise of their 
police power* The same issu<> -w 
presented to the court In the "Future 
Trading Act" ca«e brought by mem- 
beis of the Chicago Board of Trade 
Solicitor general in presenting the 
\iews of the government contended 
the people, and XOT the 
courts, 
should inquire into th» object of Con- 
gress in levying taxes which/ maj 
have the effect of extending Federal 
control into the field of 
regulatory 
go\ eminent activity formerly exclu- 
sr elv occupied by' the state. Unless 
the Supreme Court adopt that doct- 
rine and as one of the three coordi- 
natf branches of the government, re- 
fused to investigate the "motives" of 
Congress in eractmg excise tax legi- 
slat on, the nat.on, he insisted, would 
oe confronted \\ith 'a serious dil- 
emma " 
The court should hold that such a 
tax imposed bv Congress cannot be 
nullified bj attribu-ing to Coagre'-s 
an ulterior motive, the solicitor gen- 
eral ms.sted, declaring that otner- 
wise "an intolerable burden maj be 
put upon the court," 'and require it 
in the future to determine the pur- 
pose which Congress may hare had 
In the enactment of any 
tax law 
which may be challenged. The so- 
licitor general 
frankly stated that 
should the court refuse to question 
the "motives" of Congress, then it 
would be possible for "the powers of 
the Federal government to be utIJj.2- 
ed to secure objectives which are be- 
yond the scppe of Federal power."

Following the in- 
terview, Mr. Goodwm remarked that 
the big construction Job would be "all 
right if the radical labor man and the 
radical business man can "be kept out 
of It." 
President Gompera brought about 
the conference with Mr. Goodwin by 
asking, in short .whether the cham- 
ber intended to make an anti-union 
demonstration in Washington under 
the_noses ofethe men officially respon- 
sffil* for~th^con<3uct to the labor or- 
ganization. He was told that the stor- 
ies published were gros ezaggera-, 
tlons. Further, Mr. Goodwin assured 
Mr. Gompers that 
primarily 
the 
Chamber of Commerce was going to 
be engaged in erecting a building-, 
not In starting an industrial row. It 
would, however, he said, live up m us 
conduct to Its professions, defining 
the "open shoo" policy as that which 
guided employers in "hiring- men to 


work without discrimination for or 
against them^Tjecauso of union mem- 
bership." Mr. Goodwin is further said 
to have asked Mr. Gompers to con- 
sider that the "chamber has as much 
right to build its headquarters on an 
open-shop basis In Washington as 
did the American Federation of La- 
bor a few years ago to build Its offices 
here on a closed shop basis." 
"Union shop, not closed shop, Mr. 
Goodwin," Mr. Gompers Interrupted. 
He also added in his turn that "since 
the 
conversation 
has 
dealt 
with 
rights," Mr. Goodwin and the other 
chamber executives should be pre- 
pared to "concede the right of union- 
ists to make as many new members 
as they can from the workers on tb/s 
proposed open-shop enterprise."
